BALLOT COUNTING MACHINE. 


And Some of the Drawbacks Connected 


With Using Them. 


Nearly all the local city clerks have 


received the new ballot-counting ap- 


uluD, ,,Uli instructions how to use 


the machines. The ballots, which are 
counted in blocks of 50 arefastened 
together un a fiarne. They are folded 
so as to show but 
one column of 


names, with crosses opposite, and are 
made to lap one over another so that 
the one at the left hand ia entirely 
displayed, while on each of the others 
nothing but the squares for crosses 
is shown. In this way the crosses op- 
posite each namu are presented in a 
horizontal row and may be readily 
counted. When the counting on one 
side is finished, the frame is reversed, 
showing: another 
column of 
names 


w ith ciosses opposite, and these are 
counted in the same way. If there 
arc more than two columns, the fold- 
ing of the 
ballots will have to be 


chanped for aoiother counting. One 
objection to the system is that unelsa 
the ballots are cut and folded regu- 
larly the crosses will be thrown out 
of Jme, and m this way the counting 
will have to proceed slowly and er- 
rors %\ ill be apt to arise. Then again, 
as each horizontal row of crosses is 
treated by itself, instances of double 
voting would be likely to be over- 
looked in counting, and as there are 
likely to be more or less blanks, there 
might be no means of detertingthisby 
the 
totals.« Still 
another drawback 


is based on the practice of Irregular 
voting. A vote is held to be valid 
\\herever a cross is made opposite the 
name of a candidate, whether in the 
square or out of^t. So that all the 
bollots will have to be scanned thor- 
oughly for instances of this kind ^be- 
fore being mounted.—Sprlngfleld Re- 
publican.

not possess sufficient waste to irritata 
the sore spots. Nearly tho whole amount

It was tried 
first on the amputated hand of a 2-year- 
old child, which aUtwed certain experi- 
ments that otherwise ooald not have 
been made. Foe Instance, at the top of 
the fourth digit a ligature had been 
tied and th" contents squeezed out of 
the vessels. The artery which feeds the 
bone is seen between the two bones of 
the arm, giving off a branch to each 
bone. At the ends of the finger bones, 
next to the palms, little flat bone* can 
be seen, separated from the main parts 
of the bones by small spaces. By observ- 
ing whether theae flat plates arertraited 
to the larger bones the minimum age of

and pleaded guilty to the forgery and 
was placed under $2000 bail to await 
lliii action of the grand Jury. He was 
taken to PtttaHeld jail this noon. 


Just where Ralston has been since 


he BO Suddenly disappeared from this 
city, it is hard at present to state. 
That he was in Troy ia certain, as he 
was known to Detective Cleary, who 
was detailed upon the case in re- 
sponse to a. request fFom Chief Ken- 
dall and wa^/kAown to have called at 
the Troy Times office and had a chat 
with his friend, Mr. Potts, one of the 
editors, ^ He probably went from there 
to Bennington, for he claimed to have 
been there and while in that place 
purchased . a quantity 
of 
chloral, 


which he drank. His stomach, how- 
ever, refused to retain ^the deadlydrug 
and he vomited it up. Later a four 
grain and a six grain doge of mor- 
phine was tried with no better re- 
sult. At about 10 o'clock Thursday 
night he appeared at the hotel of 
Joseph Kedian, at Pownal, and apv 
plied for admission. The proprietor 
having1 met him before gave him ac- 
commodations. He was covered with 
mud and in an exhausted condition, 
laving probably walked for some dis- 
tance. He was in a nervous excitable 
condition and 
the hotel proprietor 


feared that he might commit suicide 
in his house, as a bottle of carbolic 
acid was found in his coat pocket. 
The papers containing the account of 
his crime was shown him, which he 
eagerly read, and Mr. Kedian sat up 
all night with him fearing, tp. leave 
him. 
At an early hour this morning 


tie expressed a desire of returning to 
North Adams and a team was pro- 
cured and both came . to this city, 
going at once to police headquarters. 


Since his departure Ralston has 
shaved off his whiskers, had his hair 
trimmed and few of his friends -would 
recognize him so entirely changed 
Is his appearance. It was doubtless his 
intention to commit suicide as the 
police found in his, possession when 
locked up two letters one, to his wife 
and one to his little 'boys. The tenor 
of both" were to the effect that his 
body would yet be found somewhere. 
Both letters ,Trere pitiable in the. ex- 
treme, especially the one to his little 
sons, warning them of the dangers life 
held for them as they grew to man- 
hood; '

There Is but little doubt but that, 


judging from the general appearance 
of the man, his talk and action, that 
he was temporarily, at 
least, 
un- 


balanced in mind, which possibly may 
account for his rash acts. Mrs. Bala- 
ton is prostrated by the matter and is 
confined to her bed, the services of a 
nurse being required constantly to at- 
tend her.

LETTER STAMPIN6 MACHINE, 


A Vtluaftl* AdfMton to the Equipment of 


the Local Pottoffice. 


There was received at the postofflce 


Friday a machine which will greatly 
facilitate the work of stamping letters 
sent out or received. The machine 
was made by the American Postal 
Machine company of Boston and was 
set up by Mr. Stoddnrd, who came 
from the company's worka for that 
purpose. 
It IB run by an electric 


motor and its capacity IB limited 


only by the speed with which It can 
be fed. It would stamp 404 letters a 
minute tf they could be fed so fast. 
The letters are fed into the machine 
like ears Into a corn sheller, It might 
be said, and they are quickly and 
plainly stamped and moved to one 
side in a bunch in perfect order. By 
the use of this machine the time and 
work of Btamplng letters will be very 
greatly reduced and the noise that 
was occasioned by th'e pound.inj? when 
the stamping: was done by hand is 
all done away with; the only sound in 
connection with' the use of this ma- 
chine being the light hum of the little 
electric motor. 


The machine has .been greatly Im- 


proved • since it was first introduced. 
It formerly had 14 gears, but the num- 
ber has been reduced 
to two. Its 


work 'is done perfectly' as well as 
swiftly and its Introduction Is an im- 
portant addition • to the facilities of 
the; local postofflce. 
The machines 


are hired by the government for the 
larger postofflces, : which cannot be 
considered 
thoroughly 
equipped 


without them.
